For the past two months (Possibly longer) a homeless person has been 
entering our apartment whenever he so chooses. He owns a very large dog. 
He sleeps on the roof. 

There was a great deal of dog poop on the floor right near the entrance to 
the 1st floor stairs this morning. Now the entire hallway smells terribly. 

Many months ago I strongly encouraged you to pay for security at this 
location, as it isn't safe. 

The outbox mailbox is regularly missing, meaning someone rips it off the 
wall, and I'm sure they steal whatever mail was inside. The mailboxes have

The main building door seems to be malfunctioning every day. ...The 
aforementioned issues are serious, and I hope you don't ignore them.
